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bors. Perhaps we can best fulfill that promise by 
introducing here what has come to us in the form 
of a letter from a personal friend, although, in so 
doing, we are under a necessity of repeating, in 
part, what we have already published. 





My own acquaintance with Eli Smith began 
in Yale College nearly forty years ago. We were 
not class-mates; and his still, modest, retiring 
manners gave little opportunity of special intimacy 
with him to any who were not brought into daily 
communication with him in the recitation room. 
But I knew him well enough to honor him even 
then, and to rejoice in the opportunity of becoming 
betier acquainted with him, when we were after- 
ward contemporary (though he was three years 
after me) in our theological studies at Andover. 

He was born in the parish of Northford, (now 
jucluded in the town of North Branford,) Conn., 
Sept. 13, 1801. Just as he was completing his 
twentieth year, Sept. 12, 1821, he graduated at 
Yale College with high academic honors. A sa- 
gacious observer, fully acquainted with that mod- 
est and quiet young man, so diligent and thorough 


in study, so exact and methodical in his habits of 


thought, so clear in his conceptions, so retentive in 
his memory, so earnestly conscientious, so humble 
and simple in his self-consecration to the service 


of Christ,—might have predicted for him a life of 


eminent usefulness. Yet probably none of his 
sixty-eight class-mates, much as they must have 


from Germany on a second visit to his native coun- 
try in 1839. 

He returned to Syria, and resumed his labors at 
Beirut in 1841. In less than a year after his arri- 
val—just thirteen months after his embarkation at 
Boston—his home was again made deselate. Hard- 
ships, sorrows, and the wasting influence of the 
Syrian climate, had begun to impair the vigor of 
his constitution. In 1845 he made his last visit to 
the United States. ‘Those who then saw his wast- 
ed and pallid form, felt how probable it was that 
he had come home to die. But rest, and change, 
and the breezes of his native air, relieved his infir- 
mities; and though it was evident that for the 
remainder of his life he must avoid exposure and 
excess of toil, he returned to his station at the elose 
of the following year, with the excellent lady who 
is now a widow with her children in that far dis- 
tant land. Then began, ten years ago, the great 








labor which he has left unfinished—the trans- 
lation of the Bible into the language of the Koran. 

To show with what views he entered upon that 
work, I will here transcribe a few sentences out 
of an elaborate appeal for more missionaries, 
which, as subscribed by him and his colleagues, 
was published in the Missionary Herald for 1847. 

“This mission has recently appointed one of its 
reduced number to prepare a correct and accepta- 
ble translation of the Holy Scriptures in Arabic. 
Calculate, if you can, the magnitude and responsi- 


Sydney—who also died in a noble service, and in 
the flush of manhood—“ He was the great glory 
of his house, a great hope of his country, a 
bright ornament of mankind.” Born to ease and 
refinement, of a delicate physical structure, and 
in youth almost effeminate in manner, he asserted 
the superiority of intellect and will over both his 
physical organization and his social affinities, and 
gave himself to the service of science and of be- 
nevolence in the most hardy and perilous enter- 
prises. Having completed his education at the 
University of Virginia, he graduated in medicine, 
in 1843, at the University of his native city, Phil- 
adelphia, being then only twenty-one years of age. 
An appointment in the Navy as assistant-surgeon, 
soon gave him the opportunity of visiting China 
in connection with the American embassy to that 
country. 

Touching at the Philippines, he made the peril- 
ous descent into the great crater of Luzon, and 
gathered scientific treasures from its depths. 
This adventure, as he afterward told a friend, 
kindled in him a passion for travel and discovery. 
He journeyed extensively in Egypt, Nubia, India, 
and Greece, everywhere encountering danger and 
privation in the pursuits of science. In these 
years of travel he was also disciplining his moral 
nature, and indurating his body for the great work 
of his life. 

Dr. Kane beeame known to his countrymen 
through his graphic memoir of the . | American 


how instantly he conquers it! A deserter goes 
boastfully to some distant tribeof Esquimaux, put- 
ting in peril the safety of the crew by exhibiting 
his insubordination, and breaking down the au- 
thority of the captain. He is off by night, over 
hummoek and floe, eighty miles distant, in the stiff 
cold; and that rebel, twice his size, is presently 
before him, marching back obedient to the ship. 
A man who could undertake that enterprise alone, 
and carry it through successfully, had inward 
powers, and a consciousness of those powers, equal 
to any task that his country or the providence of 
his God might impose upon him. 

The passive virtue of a cheerful patience, is as 
marked as are these active energies of character. 
Throughout all that journal, we do not find one 
trace of despondency—certainly none for himself. 
If ever he was disheartened, it was in view of 
those whom he was now resolved to save. In the 
midst of perils and accumulated trials, we find him 
meekly and gratefully recording in his journal, that 
amid all discomforts, they are more thankful for 
the blessings that remaih. This quality enabled 
him to endure when all his comrades faltered, 
and made his presence like a sunbeam in their 
dingy cabin. 

Toward the close of the second winter, when 
every object of his expedition was baffled by dis- 
ease, when the search fer Franklin and the explor- 
ation of the Polar Sea were finally abandoned, and 


that, alas, now sleeps in death, approach with quick, 
firm step, and with no weapons but such as nature gives ; 
he but fixes his keen eye on the offender, and the clear 
sound of his voice rings upon the ears, in no tone of 
passion or anger. He but talks, and there is some 
strange magic in his manner and his words; for pres- 
ently the tears begin to roll down the rugged, sun-burnt 
cheeks of the hardy seaman; he has humanized 
him by some mysterious power made up of love and 
reason mixed. Rebellion dies, and in its place is born 
a reverence and affection so deep, so devoted, that to 
the end of our dead friend’s life, none love him better 
than the vanquished rebel. 

These were some of his qualities as aman. Of what 
he has done in the cause of science, and of our chosen 
department in particular, there is but little need that I 
should speak. In a short career of but thirty-five years, he 
has left upon the times in which he lived his impress so 
indelibly stamped that science numbers him with her 
martyrs, and will not let his memory die. He has told, 
too, so beautifully and modestly the story of his last 
sufiering pilgrimage in her canse, and that of benevo- 
lence, that his’ remembrance will be kept green in the 
land of our fathers as well as in our own; for the Eng- 
lish language is our common property, and that whic 
is per ae in the literature of that tongue, I love to 
think, is destined to a long existence and wide diffusion 
on our globe. Had he done less in science, England 





would not forget him, for his benevolent heart led him 
to seek the relief of Englishmen, undismayed by the 
horrors and perils of an Arctic voyage ; but what he 
accomplished in scienee secured to him the generous 
tribute of acknowledgment and admiration from Eng- 
land’s scientific men. He received there the medal of 
our sister institution, the Royal Geographical Society, 
her highest tribute to eminent service in geographical 
discovery. 

And as for ourselves, there is little danger that we 
shall forget him. He was a noble specimen of man, 
and he was our countryman. Letters may yield a 


them ; in a word, you lock the mouths of the people 
so that they cannot speak, and shut the ear of the 
representative so that he cannot hear.

Appropriations involving millions upon millions will 
be passed before mid-day of Wednesday next, upon the 
dernier ressort of a Committee of Conference reporting 
their judgment, and the House will hardly know the 
features of many of the appropriation bills which they 
have begotten. This system of legislation is a burning 
disgrace to the country. It is hoary with age, and 
seems to be acceded to as an almost necessity—while the 
truth is, that there is not a single necessity-feature in 
it. The appropriation bills could all have been considered, 
matured, and passed weeks ago, had both Houses set 
themselves at work in earnest upon them. Ere I write

of Africa; that shall gild with the light of life the 
craggy summits of goodly Lebanan, and sacred Si- 
nai, and giant Atlas? We think not.” “To give 
the word of God to forty millions of perishing sin- 
ners; to write their commentaries, their concord- 
ances, their theology, their sermons, their tracts, 
their religious journals; in short, to give them a 
Christian literature, or that germinating com- 
mencement of one which can perpetuate its life, 


devised and executed with such combined energy, 
patience, wisdom, courage, and kindness, and 
whose story he told with such simple pathos, that 
brought him home to the hearts of Americans 
with mingled love and pride. 

There is a greatness that we admire, but feel 
that we cannot approach. There is a power 
of intellect, a force of will, to which we 
sometimes render a homage that approaches 
to awe, but which kindles within us no re- 
sponsive affection;—like the grandeur of the 
glacier and the berg, which, though flashing 
with auroral splendors, are stillicy cold. But his 
was that moral greatness, which, while it com- 


meekly giving thanks that he yet has strength to 
wash a scurvied limb, and -to do the offices of a 
servant for his erew. 

The life of Dr. Kane was marked also by heroic 
principle. Devotion to duty was a prominent fea- 
ture of his character. His Sabbaths in the Arctic 
were “full of sober thought and wise resolve.” 
He maintained a steadfast faith in the blessing of 
God upon the great purpose of his mission, and in 
the eonsciousness of duty met every trial with re- 
solution. Of his personal religion we know no- 
thing; but his life is a noble record of the prime 
virtues of a Christian character. His death, occur 
ring so soon after the events that had fixed upon

Dr. Kane was a rare example of both the 
active and passive virtues.

He had a love of science, 
a love of adventure, an honest desire for 
fame ; but that which quickened his pulse, and 
nerved his will for that grand enterprise to the
